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REPORT. 


Hon: H. J. Hagerman, Governor of New Mexico: 


On Monday, April 3, 1905, Dr. C. H. Conner and Dr. Charles A. 
Wheelon met at the Capitol Building and organized the said Board 
` of Osteopathy. The following officers were elected: Dr. ©. H. 
Conner, president; Dr. A. M. King, vice-president; Dr. Charles A. 
Wheelon, secretary and treasurer. Constitution and By-Laws were 
adopted, a copy of which is enclosed as a part of this report. 

The following Osteopathic Physicians have been licensed to prac- 
tice in the Territory: C. H. Conner of Albuquerque, Charles A. 
Wheelon of Santa Fe, A. M. King of Roswell, H. W. Houf of Las 
Vegas, Emma Purnell of Las Vegas. Temporary licenses have 
been issued to Mitchel Miller of Las Vegas and Mary M. Hofsess 
of Raton. 

My report to Governor Otero covering the transactions of the 
Board from the time of its organization tò July 1, 1905, showed 
total itemized receipts of $30.00 and total itemized expenses of 
$19.05, leaving a balance on hand July 1, 1905, of $10.95. From 
July 1, 1905, to January 1, 1907, the receipts have been $50.00 and 
the expenditures $19.15, leaving a balance on hand January 1, 
1907, of $41,80. 

Regular meetings of the Board are held on the first Mondays in 
April and September. Special meetings are subject to the call of 
the President of the Board. 

The members of the Board deserve great credit for giving freely _ 
of their time and paying their own expenses to attend the meetings 
of the Board. | 

I would suggest that an amendment be incorporated into our 
present law providing for an annual registration fee of say $2.00 
or $3.00 to be paid by each practitioner in the Territory. At pres- 
ent the only source of revenue the Board derives is from issuing 
certificates to new practitioners and at times the Board is seriously 
handicapped for want of funds. 

It is the intention of the Board to maintain the same high stan- 
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dard of Osteopathy as the profession enjoys in other common- 
wealths. ; ,
